Reliable reports said the 
preliminary groundwork, including 
a satisfactory settlement of the 
Alexandretta Sanjak (province) 
dispute already has been complet- 
ed through diplomatic channels. 

It was understood that the 
French foreign office has assured 
Turkey in recent negotiations that 
the Turks in the Sanjak (prov- 
ince) would be granted independ- 
ent administrative and cultura! 
status. 

(In recent weeks, clashes have 
occurred between Turks and Arabs 
in the Alexandretta region over 
the plebiscite on autonomy which 
is to be held June 10. France. 
placed the region under a “state 
of siege” on June 3 and suspended 
registration for the plebiscite.) 

In guaranteeing the integrity of 
Syria, the Franco-Turkish military 
conventions would practically pro- 
tect the territorial status quo of 
the eastern Mediterranean. 

This military accord would sup- 
plement the military provisions 
contained in the Franco-Syrian 
and Franco-Lebanon independence 
treaties in which France received 
air bases, the right to use Syrian. 
ports for her fleet and undertook 
to train native armies.

in the path of economic recovery. This belief —” 


has been gaining headway for some time It 
has been discussed seriously by members of 
congress and emphasized everywhere in private 
conference. 

This impression is summed up in a series of 
circumstances, rather than in any single action. 
For one thing, it is felt that a continuous, wil- 
ful effort has been made to spread and popu- 
Jarize malicious doctrine, to keep the feeling of 
class hatred at the burning point; that certain 
government officials, in and out of Washing- 
ton, have nurtured suspicion and discouraged 
co-operation between capital and labor. The 
result has been to turn such little harmony as 
formerly prevailed between the two groups into 
discord. 

Only recently one union official, affiliated 
with CIO, blandly announced they had “taken 
over” utility properties in a midwestern state. 
Another union, with the same affiliations, seized 
a vessel in New York harbor. These examples 
of unlawful seizure of property, on top of many 
similar illegal practices, have engendered a feel- 
ing that it is no longer safe to invest in busi- 
ness, the ownership of which may, at any time, 
be put in jeopardy at the whim of an ambitious 
ljabor leader. No lasting progress toward re- 
covery need be looked for until the right of 
private ownership is once more guaranteed by 
the government, 

Furthermore, labor, without legal responsi- 
bility equal with industry, is armed with a 
weapon the use of which keeps business in a 
continuous state of uneasiness and turmoil. 
This unbalanced legal status must not only be 
remedied by legislation, but labor, itself, must 
inject discipline into its ranks. The principle 
of collective bargaining, so necessary in adjust- 
ing differences between employer and employe, 
might profitably be adopted in settling factional 
disputes in the ranks of labor. 

For another thing, it is felt that the banking 
business has, in the past, been a tremendous 
factor in the development of the nation. But, 
because of a few infractions, high government 
officials have repeatedly denounced banks and 
bankers as a whole, bringing the business gen- 
erally into bad repute. This has provoked 
numerous investigations, resulting in added re- 
strictions, hampering regulations and, finally, 
in the government itself going into the busi- 
ness. 

No bank can successfully compete with its 
own government. It cannot lend at such low 
rates of interest or afford to carry the long 
non-commercial maturities. But, most im- 
portant of all, bank loans must be made in 
definite anticipation of being repaid when due. 
At the present time more than 23 per cent of in- 
dustrial loans made by the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation are in default. The nation’s 
banks could not long endure under such a bur- 
den. Less government in the banking business 
would be more conducive to recovery. 

Another obstruction to business is the time 
actually wasted in guarding its properties 
against encroachment, if not actual seizure, by 
the government. Interference is prevalent at 
so many points of operation that the machinery 
is clogging. More time is devoted by manage- 
ment to following regulations than to actual 
business. Clerks are harassed by an army of 
emissaries from a multiplicity of bureaus—in- 
specting, questioning, demanding an ever-in- 
creasing number of reports. Throw in wage- 
hour regulations and a smooth, efficient func- 
tioning of business will be practically impos- 
sible. 

And the many conflicting pronouncements 
by spokesmen of the administration, not ex- 
cluding the Président himself, have been 
fraught with an aggravating indefiniteness. No 
sooner has industry adjusted itself to one 
premise than another speech has indicated a 
complete reversal of policy. This condition of 
uncertainty has had a gradual paralyzing ef- 
fect on individual initiative. No man will risk 
his capital in the promotion of a new venture.

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On the contrary, he would prefer to contract, 
if not actually retire from business under such 
a circumstance. The circumstance, not the 
desire to quit or sit down, is the dominating 
influence. 

Despite the present plan for another at- 
tempted purchase, the feeling that economic 
recovery cannot be bought is gaining headway 
among an ever increasing number of thinking 
Americans. Political palliatives for economic 
suffering, like drugs for human relief, it is 
being realized, too easily become habit form- 
ing. Less, not more, medicine is needed if a 
cure is to be effected, if the nation is not to 
become permanently addicted to the use of 
the political hypodermic. 


WHICH SHALL IT BE? 
One question which will have to be answered 
by railroad employes themselves, according to 


\ the current number of Railway Age, is whether 
/ workers shall continue receiving present wages 


with a diminishing number of jobs, or accept a 
lowe: scale and keep more men at work.

Reduction of employment can be stopped only ~ 


by either an increase in gross earnings (im- 
proved business conditions) or a reduction in 
wages, or both. 

“A little more study of conditions should 
bring about a revolutionary change in the 
policies of uniOn organizations. Something is 
wrong with the theory of ‘high wages to in- 
crease purchasing power’ when advances to the 
highest level ever attained is quickly followed 
by such a decline in employment as has re- 
cently occurred. The employes who have lost 
their jobs must be beginning to have misgivings 
as to whether their leaders are following policies 
that are promoting their welfare. Policies 
which actually advance the interests of all 
members of railway organizations should be, it 
would seem, the most serious concern of union 
leadership.” 

It can not be doubted that the “railroad 
question,” in all of its aspects, is one of the 
most aggravating of all the nation’s economic 
problems. If the leaders of labor and manage- 
ment could get together and settle their dif- 
ferences, it would be one step, at least, toward 
a solution. It should be remembered, however, 
that unless the railroads can continue to ope- 
rate on a self-sustaining basis, can weather the 
present economic storm, there will be fewer 
and fewer jobs and, eventually, lower wages for 
everybody. 


DIRTY AMERICAN COTTON 


P. K. Norris, marketing specialist of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, speak- 
ing before the Georgia Cotton Producers’ As- 
sociation, pleaded for such baling of American 
cotton that it would be as attractive on the 
markets of the world as competitive bales trom 
other cotton producing countries. 

If a reform in the baling of cotton in this 
country can be achieved, it will remove one of 
the most ancient and shameful demonstrations 
of American commerce from the market places 
of the world. 

When cotton is unloaded from cargo vessels 
at old world ports, it is, if it comes from Amer- 
ica, a disgrace. Bales ragged, torn and so 
dirtied they are coal black, appear like anything 
in the world but the white, fleecy staple. They 
might be mistaken for bundles of rags recovered 
from forgotten corners of abandoned coal 
mines. 

Other nations bale their cotton neatly and 
attractively. The coverage is complete and the 
package in which their staple reaches market is 
immediately attractive to the eye. 

There is, inevitably, a heavy loss from the 
American bales. Not only the loss in transit, 
from the ragged tears in the bale, but the loss 
caused when the manufacturer must strip off 
the filthy outer layer before he can reach 
usable cotton. 


However, while the movement for reform in . 


American cotton baling is- getting under way, 
the south should insist that cotton itself be 
used as a wrapping material for all cotton bales. 
The insistence on jute bagging for a cover for 
cotton bars to the southern producer a market 
for his product which would have valuable ef- 
fect in reducing the surplus crop. 

All arguments in favor of jute are, in- 
trinsically, minor points which should be swept 
aside and overcome, in order that this, an im- 
ported material, be no longer favored over 
American-grown cotton for a purpose so closely 
allied with the cotton producing industry.

A GOOD RULE WITHOUT LAW 
(From the Memphis Commercial Appeal.) 


It is unfortunate for the country and for the 
entire relief program that congress has so per- 
sistently refused to put its stamp of disapproval 
upon political activities by those in charge of 
spending the relief millions. 

It is hard to imagine a function of government 
that should be freer of such activities. 

By its refusal, congress has laid its member- 
ship wide open to the taunt that the millions are 
to be spent for poll priming rather than for pump 


priming. 

It will be difficult, of course, to keep politics 
out, especially since the record has been made in 
Washington. The cue will be taken by every job- 
holder all along the line. 

But the absence of a prohibitory law does not 
mean that responsible officials in Washington 
should resign themselves to the situation. They 
can by careful selection and vigilant attention help 
to reduce politics to a possible minimum. This 
is a new duty imposed on Mr. Hopkins, the chief 
administrator, and his immediate subordinates. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 


FARLEY HOLDS THE KEY WASHINGTON, June 12.— The 

key to the present political course 
of James Aloysius Farley, chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee of New York, chairman of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and postmaster general of the United States, is to be found in 
his suite at the Postoffice Department. 

The purpose of the Hoover-Imperial style of architecture, of 
which the post office is an outstanding specimen, was to make 
bureaucrats look as much as possible like bank presidents. The 
Ropers and the Cummingses, the Perkinses and the Farleys are en- 


shrined in opulent wildernesses of columns and ornament, which © 


suggest only that they cost a great deal of money. In all Wash- 
ington, moreover, the Farley chambers are by far the most magnifi- 
cent. The First National Bank of New York and the Cathedral of 
St. Paul appear to have been the architect’s twin inspirations. 

The son of an obscure Irish businessman in Haverstraw, N. Y., 
Big Jim is essentially a simple fellow. When he is not traveling 
cross-country, dedicating post offices and talking things over with 
the boys in the local organizations, he sits among his splendors and 
remembers what a long way he has come. 

He remembers the glorious moment, 29 years ago, when he be- 
came a member of the Rockland County Democratic Committee. He 
remembers his first political job, as town clerk of Stony Point. He 
remembers his appointment to the New York State Athletic Com- 
mission, his remarkable capture of the chairmanship, and all the 
subsequent thousands of Annie Oakleys for the ringside which he 
passed out to visiting bigwigs. He remembers the days when he 
was an Elk on a tour, corraling delegates for Roosevelt. He remem- 
bers his first great triumph in 1932. And when he returns from 
his trips down Memory Lane, his heamt is always full of gratitude 
to the Democratic party, which he regards as the real maker of his 
fortunes. 

“After my country and my church,” he says, “my party comes 
first with me.” 


NO HUNTSMAN, HE Party loyalty is the explanation of the 

fundamental disagreement on policy di- 
viding the big, genial, astute postmaster general from the President. 
Big Jim pooh-poohs the whole business, but the disagreement is 
there all the same. The President has gone heresy-hunting, and 
Big Jim is not a heresy hunter. 

To be sure, the defeat of Senator Millard F. Tydings, of Mary- 
land, would give him some pleasure, and he would not weep to see 
“Cotton Ed” Smith beaten in South Carolina. But he undoubtedly 
deplores the President’s use of the primaries for a wholesale party 
purge. He was on the opposite side from the President in Oregon 
and Iowa, and still opposes the forays against Senator Walter F. 
George in Georgia and Senator Alva B. Adams in Colorado. To 
friends on Capitol Hill, he has described them as sadly and use- 
lessly disruptive of party unity. | 

Thus far, the President has been content to go his own way and 
There has never yet been an unpleasant word 
between them. Since Farley and Secretary Wallace tacitly opposed 
his candidate in Iowa, however, the President is said to have de- 
cided to make all his subordinates sing a single tune. 

It’s fortunate, therefore, that a long-planned and needed vaca- 
tion in Alaska and the northwest will keep Big Jim out of Wash- 
ington in primary time. Thus, unpleasant words will be avoided, 
and he can return to pick up the pieces and put over the Demo- 
cratic candidates, whoever they may be. Thse tasks are more 
congenial to him than any others. He'd rather make peace between 
factions to elect a Democratic dog-catcher than win a thousand bets 
on the races.

TOWARD 1940 Big Jim is just the sort of fellow his name sug- 

gests. A large, pink-faced man of pleasant 
aspect and manners, he is a natural idol for rank and file party 
workers. Alone among the eminent officials of the New Deal, he 
knows the local party politicians, their habits, appetencies and first 
names. For this reason, some men around the President fear him 
and his influence. 

He lives simply, does not drink or smoke, and goes out little. 
His days are dedicated to his party. Unhappily, his devotion to his 
party is likely to cause his disagreement with the President to recur 
after the fall elections. Then it will be time to think of 1940, and 
each man thinks in a very different way. Big Jim would hold all 
the elements in the Democracy together with a middle-of-the-road 
candidate. The President would purge the party, bring in new and 
more radical blood, and unite it on an aggressively New Dealish 
platform with an aggressively New Dealish leader. 

The two men have been a team for many years. They are still 
a team, but, unless one or the other changes his mind, the time must 
come when the team will suffer the fate of most teams.

There is a world of understanding in the story of the old Quaker 
who said: “All the world is queer but me and thee dear—and thee’s 
a little queer.” 

We all believe ourselves sane gnd our judgments reasonable and 
just, yet it may be that nobody is capable of judging himself as 
he judges others. 

Even without knowledge of the Golden Rule, we realize that 
justice and equity consist in doing to others as we would have 
them do to us; yet in practice we qualify this by considering each 
individual's deserts, and none seems to deserve quite as much as 
ourselves. 

If conscience urges us to treat a heathen as we wish to be 
treated, vanity or self-interest will answer: “But he is an inferior 
person and doesn’t deserve such treatment.” 

That seems wholly reasonable to us; but when somebody else 
uses that excuse to justify his unfairness, it seems absurd because 
we don’t concede his superiority. 

Do you realize that our own people, here in free and righteous 
America, have done with a clear conscience every base and brutal 
thing now charged against Hitler? 

Hitler coveted Austria, marched in his soldiers and took it. 
Those who opposed him were shot. Jews were robbed of their rich 
properties and driven into exile, and critics of this crime were told: 
“They are not Nordics like us, but inferior people who deserve 
nothing.” 

One hundred years ago, a mountain paradise in the Smokies 
was owned by the Cherokee Indians—17,000 peaceful people who 
lived in wooden houses, cultivated crops, made their own clothing 
and pottery, and asked nothing of the world. 

A white man found a nugget of gold on their property, and they 
were doomed. When they refused to leave, soldiers marched in 
and rounded them up like cattle. Their homes were burned. Those 
who offered resistance were shot. One thousand hid in mountain 
coves, and eventually were allowed to remain. Of the others, 
4,000 died on the long cruel march to the unknown west. 

It didn’t seem a brutal crime, for the victims were mere Indians 
who had no rights in a white man’s land. 

Apologists say it couldn't happen now, for we have grown better. 
In what particular? Are the jails less crowded? 

We confess the evil done in the past because the guilty are 
dead. But the things we are doing now will seem as base to future 


generations, and we feel no guilt because self-interests blinds us.

He 
was. to serve France and Russia and was to die, alone and all but 
friendless, in Paris. It was a strange end for this rather violent 
man whom the English called ‘Pirate.’ He slept in France for 
many, many years before an American ambassador brought 
back all that was mortal of him to sleep at Annapolis.
